SYDNEY AND NEW SOUTH WALES BRANCH. 
THE regular monthly meeting of the Branch was held at 
the Royal Society’s Rooms, Sydney, on November 24th, 
1905, Dr. PockLey in the chair. 

Confirmation of Minutes—The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and confirmed. 

New Members.—The PreEstpENT announced the election 
of the following members: Dr. W. Fisher, Weston; Dr. H. 
Chapman, Sydney University. 

Communications.-—Dr. W. J. Munro exhibited a prepara- 
tion of the Spirochaeta pallida, an organism associated 
with primary and secondary syphilitic lesions, and read 
notes explaining the exhibit. Dr. WiLkinson made 
remarks.—Dr. Epwarps read notes on the Relation of 
Chronic Callus or Indolent Ulcer to Periostitis, illustrated 
by skiagrams. Drs. HerscHetn, Harris, W. H. Reap, and 
Hankins made remarks, and Dr. Epwarps replied.—Dr. 
Camac WILKINSON read a paper on Pernicious Anaemia, 
illustrated by 7 cases with microscopic demonstration. 
A discussion ensued, in which Drs. LircHrienp, FLAsH- 
MAN, SINCLAIR, GILLIES, and Pockirey took part; Dr. 
WILKINSON replied. 


SOUTH-EASTERN OF IRELAND BRANCH: 
WATERFORD Division. 
A MEETING of this Division was held at the Town Hall, 
Clonmel, on January 3rd, at 4 o'clock, Dr. CREAN in the 
chair. 

The Division and Parliamentary Candidates.—Deputa- 
tions were appointed to interview parliamentary candi- 
dates. Many of the members, however, expressed small 
confidence in them, and showed a decided preference for 
paid parliamentary medical representatives. 

Cases referred to Medico-Ethical Committee.—Two mem- 
bers having brought serious charges against one of the 
members of the Division, the matter was unanimously 
referred to the Central Council or the Medico-Ethical 
Committee. 

_ Annual Representative Mecting.—The subjoined series of 
instructions were unanimously adopted for the Representa- 
tive at the Annual Representative Meeting. —Proposed by 


Dr. LAFFAN and seconded by Dr. STEPHENSON and unani- 
mously adopted: 


1. That it be an instruction to our Representative to move at 
the annual meeting a motion to carry into effect our reso- 
lution asking for a representative on the Council of the 
Association for small Branches like ours where, as in 
our case, they represent interests different from and 
antagonistic to those of the predominant and associated 
Branch. 

2. That he be instructed to move that the Association and 
its Council do bring to a practical conclusion the question 
of medical defence of the members of this Association, 
than which we conceive none to be more important to 
members of this Association, whether individually or 
collectively. 

3. That the same be further instructed to move that such 
steps be taken to give practical effect to the Oxford resolu- 
tions, and to the whole trend of medical opinion, on the 
subject of the gratuitous or semi-gratuitous hospital treat- 
ment of the well-to-do as will place our profession in the 
same position as that of the law, and preserve us from 
further plunder and robbery. 

4. That the same be further instructed to move that power 
be taken in the new Charter to subsidize a parliamentary 
representative or representatives. 

5. That he be further instructed to give his warm support to 
any well-considered proposal for the reform on a repre- 
sentative basis of the General Medical Council. 

6. That he be further instructed to take the sense of the 
meeting on the entire exclusion of the mass of the pro- 
fession, and even of the majority of hospital staffs, from all 
share in medical teaching. 

7. That he be further instructed to take the sense and 
pleasure of the meeting on the necessity for having all 
medical examinations duly advertised and open to the 
presence of every registered medical practitioner. 

8. Further, that our Representative shall move at the annual 
general meeting, to be held in London in July next, that 
the Council be requested to —— a Materia Medica 
Committee, whose p ra it will be, with such professional 
aid as they can summon to their assistance, to investigate 
and pronounce on the uses and properties of all drugs 
which shall be used by the profession, and that in view of 
the grave injury inflicted on the public and on the _— 
sion alike by the present wholesale introduction of drugs 
by mere commercial firms, whereby the ground is being 
cut from under our feet, and the gullible public are induced 
to accept nostrums on the sole strength of mere assertions, 
that the hospitality of our museum and the pages of our 
JOURNAL shall be both shut out from giving any further 
aid to the wholesale advertisements of drugs and prepara- 
tions the sole virtues of which have too often no existence 
save in the mendacity of their introducers. 

9. Further, that our Representative shall move that, in the 
opinion of this meeting the BRITISH Mi&pIicaL JOURNAL 
should more largely advocate the rights, intercsts, and 
claims of the medica! masses in the future than it has done 


in the past. 
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The proceedings then terminated with a direction to 
Dr. Laffan to send forward the painful ethical matter. 


SOUTH CONNAUGHT DIVISION.

Vital Statistics. 
— 
ENGLISH URBAN MORTALILY IN THE JFOURTH QUARTER 
OF 1905. 


THE vital statistics of the seventy-six large towns dealt with in the 
Registrar-General’s weekly returns are summarized in the accom- 
panying table. During the three months ending December last, 
103,404 births were registered in these towns, equ1l to an annual rate 
of 26.6 per 1,000 of the population, estimated at 15,609,377 persons in 
the middle of last year; in the corresponding quarter of the preced- 
ing year the rate had been 28.1 per 1,000. In London the birth-rate 


| last quarter was 26.1 per 1,000, while it averaged 26.8 in the seventy- 


five other large towns, among which the rates ranged from 14.7 in 
Bournemouth, 15.7 in Hastings, 16.8 in Halifax, 17.8 in Hornsey, 18.5 in 
Northampton, 19.2 in Bradford, and 19.4 in Bury, to 31.6 in Middles- 
brough, 31.8 in Liverpool, 32.2 in Gateshead. 32.7 in Sunderland, 34.1 in 
St. Helens, 34.3 in Rhondda, and 35.5 in Merthyr Tydfil. 

During the quarter under notice 61,518 deaths were registered in 
these towns, equal to an annual rate of 15.8 per 1,000 living, against a 
rate of 17.5 per 1,000 in the fourth quarter of 1904. In London the rate 
of mortality was 16.8 per 1,000, while it averaged 15.4 in the seventy- 
five large provincial towns, and ranged from 7.6 in Hornsey, 8.9 in 
King’s Norton, 10.7 in Hastings, 10.9 in Grimsby, 11.0in Leyton and in 
Handsworth (Staffs), and 11.5 in Walthamstow, to 18.3 in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 18.5 in Huddersfield, 18.6 in Middlesbrough, 18.8 in F Moccia 
19.3 in Preston, 20.3 in Bootle, and 20.4 in Liverpool. 

The 61,518 deaths from all causes in the seventy-six towns last quarter 
included 4,952 which were referred to the principal infectious dis- 
eases : of these, 1,183 resulted from measles, 668 from scarlet fever, 
726 from diphtheria, 844 from whooping-cough, 356 from “fever” 
(principally enteric), and 1,175 from diarrhoea, but not any from 
small-pox. The death-rate from these diseases, which had been 2.14, 
1,66, and 1.57 in the corresponding quarters of the three preceding 
years, declined to 1.27 per 1,000 last quarter. In London the death- 
rate from the principal infectious diseases was 1.34 per 1,000, while it 
averaged 1.25 in the seventy-five other large towns, among which the 
rates ranged from 0.31 in Handsworth (Staffs), 0.34 in Brighton, 0.35 in 
Hornsey, 0.42 in Coventry, 0.46 in Burton-on-Trent, and 0.52 in Notting- 
ham and in Stockport to 1.96 in West Hartlepool and in Gateshead, 
2.02 in Swansea, 2.03 in Middlesbrough, 2.34 in Wolverhampton, 2.92 in 
Blackburn, and 3.98 in Preston. The 1,183 deaths from measles were 
equal to an annual rate of 0.30 per 1,000; in London the death-rate 
from this disease was 0.47 per 1,000, while it averaged 0.23 in the 
seventy-five other large towns, and was highest in Willesden, Wolver- 
hampton, Blackburn, Preston, Barrow-in-Furness, Rhondda, and 
Swansea. The 668 fatal cases of scarlet fever were equal to an annual 
rate of 0.17 ea 1.000: in London the scarlet fever death-rate was 0.15 
per 1,000, while it averaged 0.18 in the seventy-five other large towns, 
among which this disease was proportionally most fatal in Liverpool, 
Bootle, Oldham, Rochdale, Blackburn, Rotherham, and West Hartle- 
pool. The 726 deaths from diphtheria corresponded to an annual rate of

land. The 1.175 fatal cases of diarrhoea were equal to an annual 
death-rate of 0.30 per 1,000; in London the death-rate from this disease 
was 0.28 per 1,000, while it averaged 0.31 in the seventy-five large pro- 
vincial towns, among which this disease was proportionally most 
fatal in West Ham, Hanley, Wolverhampton, Walsall, Warrington, 
Salford, Oldham, and Middiesbrough. 4 

Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths among 
children under 1 year of age to registered births, was equal to 134 
per 1,000 last quarter, against 166, 167, and 147 per 1,000 in the corre- 
sponding quarters of the three preceding years ; in London the rate of 
infant mortality was 131 per 1,000, while it averaged 135 per 1,000 in the 
seventy-five other large towns, and ranged from 70 in Hornsey, 74 in 

Bournemouth, 76 in Burton-on-Trent, in Hastings, 90 in Reading, 
92 in Handsworth (Staffs), and 93 in Wallasey, to 170 in West Hartle- 
ool, 172 in Rochdale, 174 in Blackburn, 175 in Middlesbrough, 177 in 
3urnley, 181 in Smethwick, and 216 in Hanley. ; ; 

The causes of 704, or 1.1 per cent., of the deaths registered in the 
seventy-six towns last quarter were not certified, either by a registered 
medical practitioner or by a coroner, All the causes of death were 
duly certified in Croydon, Hornsey. Tottenham, East Ham, Hastings, 
Southampton, Great Yarmouth, Plymouth, Devonport, Derby, Old- 
ham, York, West Hartlepool, Merthyr Tydfil, and Swansea ; while the 
largest proportions of uncertified deaths were registered in Hands- 
worth (Btaifs.), West Bromwich, Liverpool, Bootle, St. Helens, Black- 
burn, Barrow-in-Furness, South Shields, and Gateshead. 


EPIDEMIC MORTALITY IN LONDON. 

THE accompanying diagram shows the prevalence of the principal 
«epidemic diseases during the fourth, or autumn, quarter of last year. 
‘The fluctuations of each disease and its relative fatality as compared 
with the corresponding period ot recent years can thus be readily 
seen. 

Small-poz.—No fatal case of this disease was registered in London 
last quarter, and no small-pox patients were under treatment during 
the quarter in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. 

Measles.—The deaths from measles, which had been 354, 551, and 257 
in the three preceding quarters, rose again last quarter to 553, and 
were 22 in excess of the average number in the corresponding periods 
of the ten preceding years. Among the various metropolitan 
horoughs this disease was oer, most fatal in Fulham, 
Islington, Stepney, Southwark, and Lambeth. 

Scarlet Fever.—The fatal cases of this disease, which had been 134, 
119, and 126 in the three preceding quarters, further rose last 
quarter to 170, and slightly exceeded the corrected average. Scarlet 
fever showed the highest proportional mortality Jast quarter 
in Finsbury. Bethnal Green, Poplar, Bermondsey, Battersea, and 
Deptford. The number of scarlet fever cases in the Metropolitan 


Asylums Hospitals, which had been 1,999, 2,444, and 3,567 at the end of 
the three preceding quarters, had declined again to 3,410 at the end of 
last quarter: 5, new cases were admitted during the quarter, 
against 3,122, 3,778, and 5,139 in the three preceding quarters. 

Diphtheria.—The deaths referred to diphtheria in London, which: 
had been 162, 121, and 111 in the three preceding quarters, rose again 
last quarter to 159, but were 363 below the average number in the- 
pine sy of the ten preceding years, Among the various. 
metropolitan boroughs this disease was proportionally most fatal in 
Fulham, Stoke Newington, Poplar, Southwark, and Greenwich. The- 
number of diphtheria pongo in the Metropolitan Asylums Hos-. 
pitals, which had been 788, 715, and 730 at the end of the three preced- 
ing quarters, had declined to 701 at the end of last quarter: 1,395 new 
cases were admitted during the quarter, against 1,425, 1,219, and 1,341. 
in the three preceding quarters. 

Whooping-cough.—The fatal cases of this disease, which had been 
436, 530, and 260 in the three preceding quarters, rose again to 281 last 
quarter, and were 14 in excess of the average number in the cor- 
responding periods of the ten preceding years. Among the various 
metropolitan boroughs whooping-cough was proportionally most. 
pve in Fulham, St. Pancras, Shoreditch. Bethnal Green, Stepney, and

* Fever.”-—Under this heading are included deaths from typhus, 
from enteric fever, and from ill-defined pyrexia. The deaths 
referred to these different forms of * fever,” which had been 51, 5}, 
and 78 in the three preceding quarters, declined again last quarter to 
66, and were 170 below the corrected average number. No death 
from typhus or from ill-defined pyrexia was registered during the 
quarter. Enteric fever mortality was highest in Fulham, Hackney, 
Holborn, Finsbury, and Southwark. he Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals contained 78 enteric fever patients at the end of last. 
quarter, against 68, 78, and 143 at the end of the three preceding 
quarters ; 238 new cases were admitted during the quarter, against 
173, 156, and 264 in the three preceding quarters. 

Diarrhoea.—The 331 deaths from diarrhoea in London last quarter: 
were 81 below the average nuinbers in the corresponding quarters of 
the ten preceding years. Among the various metropolitan boroughs. 
this disease was proportionally most fatal in Finsbury, Bethnal 
Green, Stepney, Poplar, Southwark, and Bermondsey. 

In conclusion, it may be stated that the 1,560 deaths in London 
attributed to these principal epidemic diseases during the quarter:

HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 
In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, °,084- 
births and 4,800 deaths were registered during the week ending Satur-- 
day last, January 20th. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, 
which had been 17.4, 18.3, and 16.7 per 1,000 in the three preceeding: 
weeks, further declined last week to 15.8 per 1.000. ‘The rates 
in the several towns ranged from 5.7 in Smethwick, 7.3 in Waltham-- 
stow, 8.6 in King’s Norton, 8.9 in Burton-on-Trent, 9.4 in Willesden 
and in Portsmouth. and 9.6 in Hornsey, to 19.4 in Hastings, 19.5 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 20.2 in Birmingham and in Liverpool, 21.1 in New-- 
port (Mon.)., 22.1 in Swansea, 24.3 in Sunderland, and 28.2 in Preston. 
In London the death-rate was 15.5 per 1,000, while it averaged 16.0 
per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns.

worth (Staffs); ‘‘fever” of 1.1 in Northampton ; and diarrhoea of 1.0 

in Middlesbrough. The mortality from scarlet fever showed no 

marked excess in any of the large towns. One fatal case of small-pox 
was registered last week in Bristol, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six large towns, and no small-pox patients were under treat- 
ment last week in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. The number 
of scarlet fever cases in these hospitals and in the London Fever 

Hospital, which had been 3,446, 3,299, and 3,062 at the end of the three 

preceding weeks, had risen again to 3,066 at the end of last week ; 328 

new cases were admitted during the week, against 295, 291, and 257 in 

the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday last, January 20th, 943 births and 
624 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. 
The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 18,2, 19.8, 
and 17.8 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 18.2 per 
1,000 last week, and was 2.4 per 1,000 above the mean rate during the 
same period in the seventy-six large English towns. Among these 
Scotch towns the death-rates ranged from 11.4 in Paisley and 13.9 in 
Leith, to 18.7:in Glasgow and 22.8 in Dundee. The death-rate from 
the principal infectious diseases in these towns averaged 1.5 per 1,000, 
the highest rates being recorded in Dundee and Perth. The 299 
deaths registered in Glasgow included 19 which were referred to 
measles, 3 to diphtheria, and 5 to diarrhoea. Three deaths from 
measles and 8 from diarrhoea were recorded in Dundee; 4 from 
diarrhoea in Aberdeen : and 2 from diphtheria in Perth. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRInG the week ending Saturday, January 20th, 471 births and 342 
deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns as against 
456 births and 347 deaths in the preceding period. The annual 
death-rate in these towns, which had been 16.5, 15.3, and 21.0 per 1,000 
in the three preceding weeks, fell to 17.7 per 1,000 in the week under 
notice, this figure pg, Ree per 1,000 higher than the mean annual 
rate in the seventy-six English towns for the corresponding period. 
The figures ranged from 11.7 in Waterford and 13 6 in Londonderry to 
20.1in Dublin and 23.2 in Limerick. The zymotic death-rate during 
the same period and in the same six Irish towns averaged 1.3 per 
1,000 or 1.0 per 1,000 higher than during the preceding period, the 
highest figure—2.5—being recorded in Londonderry.

The principal rules governing the election of a medical practitioner to be a member of the British Medical 


Association are as follow: 


Article III.—Any Medical Practitioner registered in the United King- 
dom under the Medical Acts and — edical Practitioner residing 
within the area of any Branch of the Association situate in any 
part of the British Empire other than the United Kingdom, who 
is so registered or possesses such medical qualifications as shall. 
subject to the Regulations, be prescribed by the Rules of the said 
Branch, shall be eligible as a Member of the Association. The 
mode and conditions of election to Membership shall from time to 
time be determined by or in accordance with the By-laws. Every 
Member, whether one of the existing Members or a subsequently- 
elected Member, shall remain a Member until he ceases to be a 
Member in accordance with the provisions hereof. 


By-law 1.—Every Candidate for Membership of the Association shall 
apply for election in writing, addressed to the Association, and 
stating his agreement, if elected, to abide by the Regulations and 
By-laws of the Association, and the Rules of such Division and 
Branch to which he may at any time belong, and to pay his 
subscription for the current year. 


By-law 2.—Every candidate who resides within the area of a Branch 
shall forward his application to the Secretary of such Branch. 
Notice of the proposed election shall be sent by the Branch 
Secretary to the General Secretary of the Association, and to 


every Member of the Branch Council, and the candidate, if not 
disqualified z any Regulation of the Association, may be elected 
a member of the Association by the Branch Council at any meeting 
thereof held not less than seven days (or such Jonger period as 
the Branch may by its Rules prescribe) after the date of the said 
Notice. A Branch may by special Resolution require that each 
candidate for election to the Association shall furnish a certificate 
from two Members of the Association to whom he is personally 
known.

By-law 3.—Every candidate whose place of residence is not included in 
the area of any Branch shall forward his Application to the 
General Secretary of the Association, together with a statement 
signed by three members of the Association, that from personal 
knowledge they consider him a suitable person for election. 
Notice of the proposed election shall be sent by the General 
Secretary to every Member of the Council, and the candidate, if 
not disqualified by any Regulation of the Association, may be 
elected a Member of the Association by the Council at any meet- 
et Py held not less than one month after the date of the 
said notice.
